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THE LARGE CENT AS A PHENOMENON OF THE NORTHEAST CORRIDOR 

Harry E. Salyards 


For those born since the Federal Reserve Act (December 23, 1913)-which is to say, 
almost all of us-money has aKvays been a national phenomenon. While, numismaticalt/, we 
may lament the passing of the great coin designs of 1907-191 6, or deplore the disappearance 
of the precious metals from our currency, we really can’t relate to the monetary system of the 
nineteenth century. We can read how banknotes drawn in Louisville sold at a hefty discount 
in Charleston; or how a jangle of worn Spanish silver saw day-to-day service well into the 1 850s; 
but we really can’t comprehend the notion of paying for an item with fundamentally different 
money in Illinois, as compared to Georgia, as compared to New Jersey. And yet, with only a 
scant output from the mint, and no national paper money, it was so. 

Still, we look at the mintages of the large cent, and assume that it must have been an 
exception, that it must have been the “common man’s money,” as the eighteenth century 
rationalists who invented it designed. But it really wasn’t. As Neil Carothers put it in his 
Fractional Money, p. 77, “The cent piece was not popular. It circulated only in the towns.” 
Note-he did riot say, ‘was no longer popular in the 1850s,’ or ‘ was not popular after 1836,’ but 
“was not popular” -Deriod . 

The mintage figures alone, as large as they seem beside those of the other 
denominations, reveal this, as well. According to the Red Book, the total mintage of the large 
cent, 1 793-1 857, was 1 57,077,41 3 (versus a meager 7,507,729 half cents). According to the 1 861 
edition of The American Almanac , the total free population of the United States was 
approximately 25 million in 1 857. That means that if every large cent struck from the beginning 
of the series remained in circulation in 1 857-an obvious absurdity in itself-there would have 
been all of six-that’s right, SK-Iarge cents per capita in the country as a whole in 1857. 
Compare that with the current mint output of more than a roll of Lincoln cents for every man, 
woman, and child in the U.S, per year, and you begin to sense what a limited role 
the large cent played in the monetary scheme 
of things. 

The fact is, the large cent was pretty 
much a phenomenon ot the Boston-to 
Washington corridor. It didn’t circulate to any 
extent west of the Alleghenies or south of the 
Potomac. But it did circulate in the ‘principal 
cities ’-which, as that same edition of The 
American Almanac makes clear, were 
overwhelmingly in the northeast. From the 
census of 1850, their population totaled 1.9 
million, versus only 590 thousand for all the cities 
elsewhere. The 1851 mintage of large cents, for 
example, would have provided about five coins 
apiece for that population-not up to the current 
glut per capita, but at least reasonable for a real 
tool of trade. Perhaps the deeper English 
commercial traditions of the region had 
something to do with this as well-large cents 
being just decimalized ha’pennies after all.

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NEW JERSEY COPPERS, PART 28; MARIS 21 0

Welcome to the world of New Jersey state coinage for 1996. The series 
started with Maris 41c in September 1990 and the tabulations showed, after twenty- 
seven Condition Census reports, fifteen die varieties suggested a lower rarity factor 
with the remaining twelve retaining their current rating. No Maris varieties were 
found with fewer examples than expected. 

M2 10 is known as a wide shield variety, along with almost a dozen others, 
but in this variety the bottom of the shield is almost touching the top of the denticle 
directly below it. And, this denticle seems to be slightly taller than the other 
denticles giving the impression (with a little imagination), that the two points are 
stretching out to desperately touch. 

On the obverse, the horse's ears bracket the “C". The curved beam is very 
narrow, and curves up more vertical at the end, resulting in the end of the beam 
pointing to the middle of the descender of the “A”. 

The singletree points to the foot of the “A”. This is extremely important to 
remember because on all other wide shield obverses (17, 18, 19, 20, 24, 65, 66, & 
75) the singletree points somewhere else-usually to the left, away from the bottom 
of the “A”. 

Also, the plow handles curve gently upward to the left to a horizontal 
position, with the bottom handle close to the top handle. The handles extend to 
the point where the ends are about even with the top of the letter "N". 

Roger Moore reminded me of one last feature, a die break, that is on most 
but not all “O” reverses. The die crack generally starts at the second star and goes 
to the bottom of the descender of “P”, continues through the bulbous section of 
"P”, to the top of the “L.” 

To acquaint yourself with this die crack, look first at the plate of my former 
coin, M & G, Griffee, 10/95, L30 (formerly Foreman-Dodson). The coin has the die 
crack exactly as described above. The Spiro-Oechsner coin also shows this same 
time-cycle die crack. 

Conversely, the Quartette coin, LI 331, shows a die crack only from “L" to 
“P”. The Saccone coin, LI 576, has no evidence of any die crack around these 
locations-an early example from this die combination. 

Probably one of the last coins produced, before the destruction of the die, is 
the Picker 1 sale example, 10/84, LI 97, where the die crack extends beyond the “L" 
in one direction, but in the opposite direction the crack continues past the second 
star through both the "E" and the first star and slightly beyond. 

Listed below are all the 21 0's in auction catalogs I own where 1 do not know 
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the present owner or location of the coins. If you own one of these coins, or know 
of someone who does please let me know. 

A ‘P’ means the coin was plated. “L” is short for "Lot” and ‘FPL’ is “Fixed 
Price List”.

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NORTH CENTRAL REGIONAL MEETING REPORT 
Joe Tomasko, Jr. 


On Saturday, September 29, 1995 EAC met at the Best Western Hotel, in 
Homewood, Illinois. The meeting was among the activities planned for the annual 
Illinois Numismatic Association's Fall Show. Members and guests in attendance 
were as follows: 


Our meeting was scheduled for 2:30 P.M. The featured speakers were the 
co-chairmen March Wells and John Wright. After everyone introduced himself and 
his collecting area of interest, a brief informal discussion took place regarding the 
upcoming Robbie Brown II Sale. Most of the comments centered on its potential 
impact on the copper market. 

The presentation was titled, “Beyond The Red Book.” March and John 
selected some easily named and recognized U.S. Large Cents that are not in the 
Red Book, which, however, could be candidates for inclusion in a type set of large 
cents. The purpose was not to advocate a change in the Red Book, but rather to 
offer suggestions for expanding on the usually listed types. March began with 
several inclusions for the middle dates. In 1816 additions could be an 18 wide, an 
18 close, and an 1816 wide, even date. For 1817 the narrow and wide dates, the 
18 wide date and the ‘mouse’ on head type are possibilities. In the year 1818 a 
close 81 in the date, and in 1819 the two different letter styles of the reverse, most 
noticeably in the S, could be added. In 1820 the letters of LIBERTY are changed, 
the most obvious being the straight-legged R and the R that appears to have a 
knee, curved-legged R. From 1820 to 1828 there are some large and small letter 
styles that could be considered. The last type mentioned by March, was the 
Booby Head 1 839 where you could add a curved or straight-lined coronet head, 
as well as opened and closed lip styles. March passed around Large Cents of 
many of the middle-dates he discussed as examples of other varieties to be found 
outside the Red Book. 

John Wright, who provided many of fhe pictures used in the red Book’s Large 
Cent section, said that due to space constraints, picture-cuts had to be used. 
Nothing should be listed that is not pictured. To expand one’s set of early dates

THE ADVENTURE OF THE CURIOUS NUMBERS 
Carl C. Honore 


". . . The curious incident of the dog in the night time! 

- - Mr. Holmes, the dog did nothing in the night time. 

- - That was the curious incident.”

“The Adventure of Silver Blaze” 

The above dialogue was taken from Sherlock Holmes’ adventure about a 
kidnapped race horse. It is meant to show how the absence of information is just as 
useful in solving a problem as is the presence of it. 

In solving the Editor’s Little Puzzle as presented in the November P-W. I eliminated 
all possible sequences of numbers except Doughty’s; but 1 still didn’t know the answer. 
The table on page 31 1 of Penny-Whimsv didn’t make sense to me at first, so I phoned 
John Wright and ran my theory by him ... At the time I thought these might be die 
emission numbers, whereas John seemed to feel they had been arbitrarily stamped by 
a past collector.

still not giving up on Doughty, I looked again on page 20 of Penny-Whimsy , 
v^here I learned that all Doughty did was basically publish David Proskey's work under 
his own name: “The Proskey designations thus became Doughty designations . . 
Referring back to the Doughty numbers supplied in Pennv-Whimsv , I found that S-258 
(D-193) was in fact the 15th variety listed for that year (1803) in Doughty; S-261 (D-196) is 
the 18th; and so on. Actually, you can arrange the Doughty numbers in order from fhe 
chart on page 31 1 , but I found if ouf fhe hard way. 

I wonder if the numbers stamped on the coins may originally have been Proskey 
designations? Did Doughty renumber the series in a single sequence of numbers from 
1793 through 1815 (as Sheldon later did), replacing Proskey’s original 1-through-X for 
each individual year (as Newcomb lafer did for fhe post-1815 cents)? 

Whatever the answer to these questions, it seems clear that our nameless 
former collector edge-punched the cents in his collection in their order as 
presented in Doughty. 

Editor’s Comment : That is the answer I had in mind. Doughty’s first 1802, D-164, 
becomes edge number 1, D-165 becomes 2, and so on; the first 1803, D-179, starts over 
with a 1, and so on. 1 don’t have the relevant volume of fhe Coin Collector’s Journal 
from the 1880’s to respond to Carl’s question whether these are Proskey’s original 
numbers. In any event, that would take the puzzle considerably beyond my original 
assertion that it ‘could be solved using nothing more than a copy of Penny Whimsy .’ 
But read on . . . 


THE GEORGE R. ROSS CONNECTION 
Pete Smith 

1 did not respond to “A Small Large Cent Puzzle’’ in the September 15, 1995, issue 
of P-W . You indicated that it was intended for newer EAC members. I was not sure 
what fhe upper limit was, but I was pretty sure that I did not qualify. 


1 belieye the edge markings you describe represent attributions based on articles 
written by George R. Ross and published in The Numismatist in 1924. Although I belieye 
many collectors used Doughty (1890) numbers, some used Ross between 1924 and 
publication of Early American Cents in 1949. Others, of course, used Newcomb (1925) 
attributions. 

Sheldon S-236 = Doughty D-1 75 = Newcomb 1 4 = Ross 1 802 # 1 2 
Sheldon S-258 = Doughty D-1 93 = Newcomb 1 6 = Ross 1 803 # 1 5 
Sheldon S-261 = Doughty D-196 = Newcomb 19 = Ross 1803 #18 
Sheldon S-263 = Doughty D-1 85 = Newcomb 21 = Ross 1803 #7 

Then your puzzle got tough. Sheldon 248, Newcomb 6, (4-F) has no equiyolent in 
Doughty or Ross. Ross #21 has oby/rey designation 9-1 which would be equiyolent to 
Sheldon/Newcomb 5-K, an unknown combination. Perhaps the owner of JHR 546, 
faced with a coin that couldn’t be attributed by Doughty or Ross, gaye it the wrong 
number. 
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You indicated that the answer could be found using nothing more than a copy 
of Penny-Whimsy. I had a couch full of references before I was done. I couldn’t solve it 
using only Sheldon. I did not find a Ross-Sheldon conversion table or even a reference 
to Ross in Sheldon. Ross is not mentioned in Sheldon's bibliography. 


Editor’s Comment : Yes, Ross! I’d entirely forgotten about him. I’d assumed that S-248, 
unknown to Doughty, was given a higher number than the nineteen known to Doughty 
by our mystery edge-puncher, without reference to any other published list. Ross’s list of 
varieties of 1 803 cents, from The Numismatist, January, ] 924, reads as follows:

What would Ross #21 look like? It would have the obverse of Doughty-190 (S-251) 
paired with the reverse of D-191 (S-254). There’s no current evidence that such a die 
marriage exists; but even if it did, it would not look at all like the variety that came to be 
called S-248. So I was prepared to stand by my original assumption. But Pete Smith was 
not through with George R. Ross, or me; In a followup letter of New Year’s Day, 1996, 
he wrote. 

After I came up with a solution to your puzzle, I didn’t look for alternate 
explanations. Your explanation has merit. Although Ross published a 
numbering system, I doubt if his numbers were very popular. Newcomb’s 
numbers from the same era appear to have been used much more 
extensively. 

I have some additional thoughts about the collector who punched 
numbers in the edges of his cents. I had hoped to get this to you before 
the deadline for the January issue, but I was delayed in getting one of the 
references I needed. 

I wondered if it might have been Dr. Ross himself who put in the edge 
numbers. I do not have a copy of the sale of May 13, 1937, when Tom 
Elder sold the Ross large cent collection. It took a while to get to Remy 
Bourne’s office to look at a copy. I discovered a few things that were 
interesting but not helpful. 

(1 ) The catalog does not mention numbers punched in the edges. 

(2) The catalog used Doughty and Newcomb numbers but did not use 
Ross numbers. 

(3) Coin descriptions are too minimal to track pedigrees. 
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1 was also interested in lot 1114, an 1803 cent that was not attributed. 1 
was not successful in attributing the cent from the lot description. I 
beli€5ve it is not the mysterious 1803 Ross #21 . 

1 recall that when 1 was buying middle dates, a collection was distributed 
that had punched edge numbers. I bought a few of them but I have 
forgotten the name of the collector. 

Although we continue to have better published references, each 
generation of collecfors sfill has to learn that accumulated block of 
information. Just as we as individuals forget what we have learned, the 
collector community frequently forgets information that may have been 
"common knowledge” in the past. 

Fditor’s Comment : So, what would lot 1114 from the Ross large cent collection look 
like? 

1114 1803. Small date with 0 and 3 close together and near bust. 

These figures are distant from 1 and 8, the date looks like 1 8 03. 

Fig. 3 very small and I do not find it like any other in N. Rx. Two 
pointed leaf at top almost directly under S and E, over single leaf 
ME you could say are connected at base, but very slightly. Long F 
bar ends directly over last cipher in 100 which is small and even. 

Choice and Uncirculated, light brown. Very rare. The obverse 
something like N. 14-C. (Chapman, 1906). 

The date numeral positioning, with 0 and 3 crowded and (implicitly) both near the bust, 
sounds most like S-255 (D-191 )-the wrong side of the coin for Ross #21 . The “very slightly 
connected" ME on the reverse sounds like nothing so much as S-244, another not-in- 
Doughty variety. Conclusion; whatever this lot was, it wasn’t the mysterious Ross #21 . 
So 1 stand by my original supposition: faced with a coin that obviously wasn’t one of 
Doughfy’s nineteen 1803 varieties, our mystery edge-puncher made up a number of his 
own~and unlike Ross’s #21, or Ross sale lof 1114, this particular attribution of a new 
variefy was on fhe mark . 

I’d like to thank other EAC’ers for responding to the puzzle. Denis Lorirrg recalled that 
these coins came from “a 255-piece collecfion I markefed for Bob LeBlanc in 1982. If I 
remember correctly, all the early dates, and possibly all the coins, had the small 
numbers punched info the edge. We guessed they were inventory numbers of some 
kind, but never had any concrete evidence.” 

As 1 mentioned in November, Jim Haller suggested the possibility that the 1803 edge- 
punched "15” was part of someone’s modified date set, where AMERl, Chain 
AMERICA, Wreath, and Liberty Cap were #1-4, 1794 #5, 1796 Cap and Draped Bust #6 
& #7, and so on through 1803 (#15); which of course would explain that one cent, but 
not the rest. 

Frank Stanal ended where Carl Honore paused temporarily; concluding that mese 
were die numbers . . . But of course the early mint kept track of nothing so methodically 
as that. 

Finally, George Perkins noted the similarity of the edge punches, in several cases, to 
points along the Sheldon grading scale, and wondered if they could have been part of 
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a grading set. Unfortunately for his most imaginative explanation, the numbers in no 
way correlate with the grades of the coins. 




REFLECTIONS ON RSB2 
Jack H. Robinson 


I have been asked, “Why should CQR ‘crystal ball’ a value when Superior’s RSB2 
Auction will determine everything that anyone would want to know about ‘their value’ 
on January 27, 1996?” Then, “Why should I publish the 14th Edition of CQR now rather 
than wait until after the sale?” Well, there have been many subscribers asking these 
same questions, with a very strong request / suggestion / demand that CQR stand aside 
on publishing the 1 4th prior to RSB2, so to not to “influence” the market, “The Sale,” and 
/ or to allow the “market’ to do its work. After much soul-searching, I have determined 
that CQR #14 is not appropriate at this time, but I wilt fulfill my commitment by 
publishing CQR #14 by the end of March 1996 with a date of 01/31/96 to signify the 
completion of RSB2. 

I have maintained from the very beginning of CQR in 1983, that CQR does not 
establish nor maintain a market. If this is true, and I am to stay consistent with what has 
been pointed out as my obligation, then my decision is based not only upon direct 
logic, but also upon my commitment to report results as they occur within the 
marketplace, and to interpolate such data across variety, condition, and grade 
boundaries based upon such results. 

You may have noticed an article in the November 1995 issue of P-W, authored 
by Bill Noyes, which promises a recap / analysis of RSB2, virtually lot by lot, that will 
reflect Sharpness grade. Net grade and Condition among other tidbits of information 
that will allow a far more in-depth analysis than on any other sale of Early Copper. Bill 
Noyes has published photos, CC data, pedigree data, prices realized, absolute 
catalog-caliber descriptions of virtually every CC piece from S-1 thru S-91; and he’s 
working on S-92 thru S-295, including all of the NC’s. 

Early Copper collecting is bordering on multiple-listing capability, where the only 
real question at hand is the matching of a willing buyer with a willing seller either by 
private treaty or public auction. Keep in mind that price / value is still in the hands of 
those actually in the arena at the time that the transaction is being conducted / 
concluded; BUT, the amount of data that is available continues to increase. While this 
is true, this does not excuse the collector / investor from paying close attention to the 
actual physical product itself-any more than you would buy a used car without doing 
a test drive and, even better, having a trusted mechanic check it out for defects and 
problems. 

KEEP IN MIND, THERE ARE STILL VERY CLEAR DIFFERENCES IN OPINION AS TO FINAL 
CONDITION / GRADE OF MANY WELL KNOWN PIECES. 
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And this IS to say, some $300 coins will bring $900 when the right buyer is pitted 
against another buyer that ‘must have’ Come and see on 1 /27/96. 

There hasn’t been a sale of RSB2 proportions, or even close, which hasn’t 
produced, absolutely, this type of speculation, Monday morning quarterbacking, 
second guessing - “I wish I had . . etc. Remember Starr, RSB1, JHR 

Immediately after an event such as RSB2, the results will have become HISTORY. 

Well, in the meantime, 1 have indicated a commitment to publish the 1 4th Edition 
of CQR around the end of 1995, and, yes, I can fishtail by saying that I always 
announce my intentions by using “attempt to" comments. But, this is the first time that I 
have given in to what I consider to be “common sense” realities. Accordingly, 1 HEREBY 
offer to refund the amount that you have paid for the 14th and / or 15th Edition(s) of 
CQR. Please simply give me a call af 703 - 821 - 1854, and I will IMMEDIATELY issue a 
refund of whaf you paid, PLUS $1 .00 fo reimburse you for your trouble, postage, and 
telephone expense.

One of the interesting things that I have found so far is in N-2. The joining of fhe N 
and T in CENT is actually formed not by crumbling starting at the letters, but by a V 
shaped crumble starting in the field above the letters. This grows, and joins the two 
letters. NEAT.

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VIEWING COPPERS “WITH A GLASS” 

Jeff Hawk 

I fhought the other members might be interested in my observations on 
magnifying glasses for viewing early coppers. 

The workhorse of my optical tool box is my Zeiss 4X magnifier. At 2 3/8” across it's 
wide enough to view the entire surface of a large cent or other early copper. This glass 
exhibits remarkable clarity and color fidelity, and I enjoy using it to follow meandering 
die cracks on worn coppers. It is also excellent tor looking at photographs of coins. 
This glass is available from the Winthrop Coin Company. See their ad in Coin World . At 
$125 it's not cheap, but I feel it is worth every “penny.” 

When 1 need higher magnification, I use my lOX Vigor magnifier. Available from 
Rod Burress at only $39, this lens is 13/16” wide, which is big tor a 10X glass, and the 
resolution is excellent. It comes with a cord so you can wear it around your neck. A 
“best buy.” 

At coin shows I turn to my 5X Bausch and Lomb aspheric magnifier. This sturdy 
plastic pocket lens with a built-in case costs under $10, so it's no great loss it you lose 
one, which is not hard to do. I find that it works just fine tor an inexpensive glass. 

It would be interesting if a member of EAC with an expert knowledge of optics 
were to test the various magnifiers on the market and publish his results in Penny-Wise . 




LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 


DAVE LANGE writes, 

I was intrigued with your recent editorial addressing the “dentil” vs. “denticle” 
controversy. I've grappled with this problem myself for years. When I first began writing 
about coins I used the term “denticle” simply because this was the word I'd seen used 
by other numismatic writers. As I became ever more versed in architecture, however, I 
was troubled by the tact that “dentil” was used exclusively in this field, while “denticle” 
was never seen in any context other than numismatic. 

For the past several years I've used “dentil” in all of my numismatic writing 
because it seemed to have some credibility in other areas of study. Still, your point 
regarding the Latin origin of “denticulated” seems to provide “denticle” with a more 
relevant definition as regards the tooth-like border elements we're attempting to 
describe. For what it's worth, I intend to resume using “denticle” whenever referring to 
such ornamental borders.

Having seen my name taken in vain, so to speak, in the latest P-W , I figured I’d 
write a letter to the editor, so here goes: 

I got a kick out of reading part of Ray Williams’ synopsis of the Third NJ Copper 
Symposiunri. What tickled me specifically was Ray’s statement that . . no one knew 
which rarity scale Michael Hodder uses when he catalogs." That’s a loaded comment 
if ever I heard one! I’ll assume that it doesn’t mean my cataloguing is so weird that no 
one can figure out what scale I use because only the aliens in their tunnels under Santa 
Fe know where it comes from. 

In reality, the rarity scale I use is the same one everyone else does, good old Dr. 
Sheldon’s. It’s stood the test of time for many series, particularly on the high end when 
classifying rarities like R7 and above. In my opinion, it’s valid for R6 and R5 in the NJ 
series, maybe for High R4, too. Lower than that and Sheldon’s scale breaks down, 
simply because there aren’t that many surviving coins. Maris 56-n is everyone’s R1 . I’ve 
got records of hundreds of them. Are there more than 1,250 surviving? Maybe. Are 
there as miany 16-L’s or 63-q’s as there are 56-n’s? I’ll bet you dollars to donuts there 
aren’t. 


So, on the low side, Sheldon’s scale fails for New Jersey’s. It does, as well, for 
Connecficut’s. If 1787 4-L is fhe benchmark for Rl, then my case is proven and we 
need to rethink the low end of fhe traditional rarity scale for CT coppers, too. As for 
Vermonf’s, as I wrote Tony Carlotto recently, Sheldon's scale is even more unbalanced 
when applied to VT coppers. In the VT series. I’d suggest that any Sheldon rating lower 
than R6 is entirely meaningless. After eight years of record faking, seeing virfually every 
big VT collection. I’ve got only about 1,600 different VT coppers listed in my databases. 
I’d be willing to bet once again that there aren’t any “real" Sheldon Rarity-1 Vermont 
copper varieties (including RR-9 and RR-13) and there aren’t any R2’s, either. 

If the Sheldon scale is largely unworkable for state coppers, particularly in the 
lower ranges below R6, should it be replaced? Speaking as a cataloguer, I don’t think 
it should. Specialists may well understand the need for fhe change and be able fo 
adapf to it quickly enough. I’m afraid that my experience has shown me that the 
general run of collecfors doesn’f take to fundamental change like this too easily. A 
variety that has its rarity rating changed, for whatever reason, is a source of 
consternation to many readers of aucfion cafalogues. If’s simple human nature to stick 
to what we know. Dave Bowers proposed a Universal Rarity Scale a few years back, 
and alfhough if was a scientifically based one, if never caught on. Likewise, Bill Anton’s 
1975 CNL scale is much more appropriate for NJ coppers than Sheldon’s, but 1 don’t 
know anyone who uses it. 

Ideally, each colonial series should have its own, tailor-made rarity ratings based 
upon strict observation of the actual number of specimens of each variety known to 
survive. I try to inject this sort of precision in my cataloguing, since I don’t use anyone 
else’s rarity ratings but my own, which are based on the number of coins I’ve seen or 
otherwise confirmed. In the final analysis, however, colonials aren’t as popular as bust 
halves or large cents are, so anything under Rarity-5 usually doesn’t command a 
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premium based upon it’s rarity rating. Consequently, I tend to lump R5 to R1 together 
into a “Common" category in my mind, knowing that anyone who wants a Maris 61 -p 
rated R5, for example, could have one without too much looking. Only the R6's and 
above command a premium, but sometimes a series can be so over sold that even 
R7's sell more for grade than rarity! 

I'll stick to Sheldon’s scale in my research and cataloguing, at least until 
something so much better comes along that everyone adopts it at the same time and 
without question. 

As for Maris 65-u and why 1 dropped its rarity rating to R2, I’ve seen 38 65-u’s now, 
as many as 1 have 38-c’s. The 2nd NJ Symposium rated 38-c a Low R3. I fail to see 
what’s so different about 65-u that its rating shouldn’t be dropped. If the 3rd 
Symposium feels I’m too low at R2, then call it Low R3. It essentially amounts to the 
same thing, a variety that shouldn’t have been rated as high as R5 because it’s really 
quite a common Morristown issue. 

Finally, I was really pleased to see that someone else who reads P-W also has a 
copy of Lewis & Short’s Latin dictionary. I remember lugging that thing around with me 
one semester. If you think Dave Bowers’ silver dollars book is heavy, check out L&S, and 
it’s printed on Bible paper! I’ve used denticle as opposed to dentil for years, so I’m 
glad someone showed what the correct usage should be. 

Editor’s comment : It’s intriguing to me that the ‘good old Sheldon scale’ breaks down 
in the same range of rarities, but in terms of absolute numbers of survivors in fhe 
opposife direction , for bofh fhe colonial series and fhe early dafe large cenfs - lumping 
sfrange bedfellows in each case - be thaf Maris 56n’s and 16L’s, or S-58’s and S-256’s: 
leading fhe novice purchaser of one of fhe laffer fo gloaf, “I’ve gof one of less fhan 
600!" - To which I say, yeah, righf . . .
